An  Act  to  amend  the  Letters  Patent  establishing  the  Supreme  Court  of  feature 
at  Bombay,  bearing  date  the  eighth  day  of  December,  One  thousand  Eight  hundred 
and  Twenty-three  and  to  amend  the  Letters  Patent  of  the  High  Court  of  Ju*caturo 
for  the  Presidency  of  Bombay,  bearing  date  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  December, 

One  thousand  Eight  hundred  and  Sixty-five. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Letters  Patent  establishing  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Judicature  at  Bombay,  bearing  date  the  eighth  day  of  December,  One 
thousand  Eight  hundred  and  Twenty-three  and  to  amend  the  Letters  Patent  of 
the  High  Court  of  Judicature  for  the  Presidency  of  Bombay,  bearing  date  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  December,  One  thousand  Eight  hundred  and  Sixty-five,  for 
the  purposes  hereinafter  appearing  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as  followB
